PART IN SANITARIUM 


Telephone service plays an im- 
portant part in the management of 
the great Battle Creek Sanitarium 
which started its career back in 
1866 in a small two-story frame 
farmhouse and which now occupies, 
with various buildings, some thirty- 
five acres, having more than 1,200 
doctors, nurses, clerks and other 
employees.

Best Life Insurance 
DD icar authorities believe they 

could add thirteen years to life 
if given full control in cases where 


death could reasonably be prevent- 
ed. A better life insurince is to 
pick parents who will live to be 
eighty; they will give you a twenty- 
year better hope of longevity than 


Parents who die under sixty. 
are the best life Insurance. 

Why not? Each group of antinals 
hes its normal span of life. Also 
man. Human beings vary; most of 
their specific characters are inher- 
ited. Longevity is a specific char 
acter, longevity also is inherited. 

Those who live to greut age us a 
rule are children of parents who lived 
to great age. If one cannot chovose 
both parents who will live to old aye, 
it is better to. choose a long-lived fa- 
ther than a tong-lived mother. Four 
per eent more children lived to be 
eighty where the futher, not the 
mother, lived to be eighty, than 
where the opposite condition pre- 
vailed, 

Karl Pearson concluded from a 
study of the life span of brothers 
that environment ts net the Impor- 
tant factor in longevity; ulso, that 
from one-half to three-fourths of 
deaths are predetermined at birth by 
inheritance factors. This conclusion 
has never been advertised by health 
resorts or elixir manufacturers,

The 
faster we live, the sooner we live life 
up. Rate of living is a factor tn lon- 
gevity. Slonacker tested this on rats, 
He put four tn squirrel cages and let 
them race. The average Ife span of 
the marathoners was 29.5 months; 
one lived thirty-four months and ran 
5,477 miles. Three other rats were 
reared in squirrel ¢age#, but were 
not permitted to race; their average 
span was 48.3 months. 

Loeb tried files. Cold makeg flies 
sluggish; those at cold temperature 
lived longer than those at high. At 
86 degrees, his files lived 21 days; at 
G8 degrees, 54 days; at 60 degrees, 
124 days. From which he inferred 
that if we could kcep our blood tem- 
perature at about 45 degrees, we 
might hope to live about 1,900 years. 
But life would be at low level! 

Unfortunately, our early ancestors 
left no trustworthy vital statistics. 
But from trustworthy Inferential data 
there is reason to believe, as we 
might expect on purely biologic 
grounds, that longevity 1s on the in- 
crense. At lenst, life expectancy has 
improved during the last 2,000 years. 
Of 100 Romans born In Egypt in the 
days of the empire, only nine could 
expect to live sixty-elght years. Of 
one hundred English alive. at’ ten, 
‘thirty-nine live to be sixty-eight. 
Woinen especially had less expectancy 
of life in Roman days: than’ now— 
they were in luck to be-alive at twen- 
ty-five. But a Roman of. seventy-eight 
years was a better’risk than an Anier- 
dean of the sume age; a. Roman had 
tobe. very hardy to live beyond sev- 
enty. Ino America, maby weaklings

GOOD MOLASSES RECIPES 


_—— 


Everybody lk molasses candy, 
cookies, ginger bread und steamed 
puddings. The flavor of 
molasses is not a small 
part of its attractiveness 
in various foods, 

Apple Cake. — Cook: 
slowly in three-fourths 
of a cupful of New Or- 
leans molasses one and 
one-half cupfuls of thinly 
sliced apples, until ten- 
der. Melt three-fourths 
of a cupful of shortening 
in one-half cupful of hoiling water. 
Sift two and one-half cupfuls of 
flour with one-fourth teaspoonful 
of salt, one and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of soda, one teaspoonful of cin- 
namon, one-half teaspoonful of cloves, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of mace and. 
add the hot water mixture, stirring 
until smooth. Add the molasses and 
apples, pour into a shallow pan and 
bake one-half hour in a moderate 
oven. Serve warm with whipped 
cream. 

Cinnamon Snaps.—Cream one cupful 
of shortening and one cupful! of sugar. i 
Add one cupful of molasses, then two’ 
teaspoonfuls of soda dissolved in two 
tablespoonfuls of warm water. Stft two 
cupfuls of flour with one tablespoonful 
each of cinnamon and ginger, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt and add to the first 
mixture. Mix well and add more flour 
to make a stiff dough to roll out. Cut 
in desired shapes and bake ten min- 
utes in a moderate oven. 

Southern Spicy Gingerbread.—Add 
two beaten eggs to three-fourths of a 
cupfcl of sugar, three-fourths. cupfual 
each of shortening and uwlasses. the 
shortening melted. Then add two and 
one-half cupfuls of flour sifted .with 
two teaspoonfuls of soda,. two tea- 
spoonfuls of ginger, one and one-half 
teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one-half tea- 
spoonful each of cloves, nutmeg and 
baking powder. Mix and add one 
cupful of boiling water. Bake in a 
shallow pan or in individual pans, 
Served with whipped cream it .makeg 
a@ party dessert. : 

Date Bran Bread.—Mix as usual 
one-half cupful of molasses, one egg, 
one cupful of milk, one and one-half 
cupfuls of bran, two cupfuls of whole 
wheat flour, one-eighth teaspoonful of 
soda, one tablespoonful of baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoonful of salt, two 
tablespoonfuls ‘of melted shortening 
and one-half cupful of chopped dates. 
Bake in a bread pan 45 minutes. Rals- 
ins may be substituted fur dates. 

Bran Muffins.—Mix one and one-half 
cupfuls of flour, three teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, the same of soda, two cupfuls of 
bran, then add one beaten cgg, one and 
three-fourths cupfuls of milk and one- 
half eupful of ‘molasses. Beat well

the Dead sea and the Caspian 
sea. The Dead sea is really a gigantic 
sinkhole. In no other. continent is 
“there such a deep depression .{n the 
earth’s crust; nor will one find greater 
desolation or more uncomfortable con- 
ditions for mun and most other liv- 
ing things even in the hearts of the 
greatest deserts. 

The Hebrew scriptures have thrown 
ap atmosphere of tragedy about this 
country. There, the chronicie states, 
Were situated the wicked cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, destroyed by 
the wrath of Jehovah; and there the 
modern reader sees the blasted region. 
seared by unbearable heat, with its 
bitter death dealing waters, to prove 
the story to his satisfaction. 

According to the Biblical narrative 
the Jordan valley and the plain near 
its mouth on the shores of the Dead 
sea where the destroyed cities lay 
Shared the early good fortune of the 
Promised Land itself and “flowed with 

‘ milk and honey.” But an end was put 
to this pleasant condition by the rain 
of brimstone and fire. 

The story of the region deciphered 
from its rocks by geologists begins 
much earlier than the days of the pa- 
triarchs .whose actions are recorded 
in the Bible. This record seems to in- 
dicate that Pal e and the whole 
western end of Arabia. rose from the 
‘sea a million or more years ego in 
what the geololgists term the Tertiary 
era. Shortly after the rise, it seems, 
a great slice of the land parallel to 
the coast of the Mediterranean sank 
to great depth, forming the buge rift 
valley, “the Ghor,” now occupied by 
the Jordan ricer and the Dead sea. 

It is not clear whether there wns a 
connecting channel between the Medi- 
terranean and the great valley; but a 
well defined ancient beach Indicates 
that In those remote times the great 
depression held a sea-or lake at about 
the same level as that of the Mediter- 
ranean. The Jordan did not then ex- 
ist; its entire valley as well as the sea 
of Gallilee was swallowed up in the

Some authorities claim that the Cas- 
pian had its origin in a great inland. 
sea, an Asiatic Mediterranean; with 
an outlet to the Arctic ocean: In: 
support of the Arctic outlet it is point- 
ed out that seals are still hunted tn 
the Caspian and there are other forms 
of life which show evidence of Arctic 
ancestry. It is argued that the Cas- 
pian owes Its present size to climatic 
changes and evaporation. That the 
sea has reached other levels is evident 
by the numberof terraces that can be 
seen back from the coast. However, 
to complicate.matters, the weak ‘de- 
velopment of the* terraces ‘indfcates 
‘that the sea did not stand at any one 
level for a long: time. Walls and cities 
have been found.in many sectfons ‘un- 
derneath the -surface, an inditation 
that the levetof the water was even 
lower at one period than jt {a now, 

Shifting shore lines are not the only 
eccentricities of the spian, Al- 
though 85 feet below the level of its 
neighbor, the Black sea, and with no 
known or possible outlet, the Caspian 
is less than half as salty. It is only 
three-eighths as salty as the ocean. 
FurthermGre, the northern part, which 
receives large quantities of fresh wa- 
ter from the Volga, Ural and Terek 
rivers, ts so slightly sulty the water Is 
quite drinkable. 

The Black sea, with approximately 
an equal surface and almost the same 
climatic conditions, not only retains a 
constant level but {s continually dis- 
charging at the Dardanelles. Yet the 
volume of water poured into the Black 
sea is not nearly 80 great as that 
which the Caspian recelves. The Vol- 
ga, alone. drains almost half a million: 
square miles into the Casplan. 

No other Inland body of water is 
so richly stocked with fish, nor has as 
wide a range of species. The Caspian 
presents an intermingling of salt and 
fresh water forms. Before the World 
war the annual catch, including the 
seals of Krasnovodsk bay, was valued 
at more than five million dollars. 

With an areg equal to that of the 
state of California, or more than all 
the Great Lakes combined, the Cas- 
pian sea today. occupfes the deepest 
part of a great depression situated to 
the west and south of the Ural moun- 
tains. The northern’ or fresh water 
half is shallow. nowhere reaching a 
depth of more than 118 feet. - The 
southern half, however, is cut hy two 
deep depressions and soundings hav 
reached 3,600 feet. 5 2 

Coastal Strip Is Narrow. 

Both the north and the east coasts 
are flat and hard to approach. Cau- 
casus mountains on the west and the- 
Elburz on the southern, or Persjan: 
shore are close to the sea and leave 
only a narrow coastal strip. On this 
strip are most of the important cities 
of the region: Taken as a whole the 
Caspian {s not an attractive body: of 
water, Its shores are as barren as the 
granite boulders. of its ‘bordering 
monntains..

With reference to a question re- 
cently asked concerning the fainous 
St. Stephen's crown of Hungary and 
the renson why the cross on top of it 
tg bent, a Hungarian reader, B. 8., 
writes as follows: “As a painter i 
painted signs which bear the Hun 
gariun royal crown. My muster told 
me they had a revolution in 1848 and 
some one buried the crown in the for- 
est of Lakwa, southeast of Zlatica, No- 
body kpew of it fur years until Franz 
Josef war to be crowned. The gev- 
erninent sent men to look fur it and 
by the belp of a Serbian shepherd 
they found it with its cross bent.” This 
story is confirmed by Henri de Wen- 
dels book, “The Real Francis Joseph,’ 
which states: “Before Kossuth left. 
he buried with bis own hands the Hun 
yurian crown, the old crown of St. 
Stephen. in the neighborhood of the 
frentier village of Orsova. When it 
wus recovered tater, the little cross 
on the tep was found bent on one side. 
From this thne onward the arms of 
Hungary have borne a crown with & 
cross bent toward the left.”—Detroit
